Though he has a long time brought a railing 
ion against the writers of dialect, Mau- 


accusat : 
rice Thompson has at last pitied and embraced 
them. 

Though his dialect, perhaps, needs the 


statement that it is his first, no more delight- 
ful story of southern life than that of ‘‘Ben 
and Judus’’ has ever been told. 

Porn on the same plantation on the same 
day, the white boy Ben and the negro Judas 
had grown up together, aud from childhood to 
middle age had been inseparable, oft quarrel- 
ing, but affectionate companions, into whose 
confidences only the sagacious but dumb dog 
“Chawm” or ‘“‘chaw-em”’ was ever admitted. 

Side by side everywhere, but especially on 
the sandy bank of a stream at that auspicious 
time when the mockingbird ‘‘tee-dee-dled and 
too-doo-died.”” They were the same in habit 
and disposition, except that Ben was master 
and Judas slave. But slave as he was, Judas 


aped his master in motions, in gestures and, 


privately, in his expletives. 

The plot of the best part of the story is laid 
ina watermelon patch, and is as follows: 

Tine watermelon patch has ever been the 
jewe! on the breast of the Georgia plantation. 
“What is home without a watermelon?” runs 
the well known phrase, and in sooth what cool, 
delicious suggestions run withit! Ben and 
Judas eaca had a patch, year in and year out. 
Not that Ben ever hoed his; but he made 
Judas keep it free of weeds. Here was a 
source of trouble; for invariably the negro’s 
patch was better, the melons were the larger 
4nd finer. Scold and storm and threaten as 
he might, Ben could not change this, nor 
could he convince his slave that there was 
anything at all strange in the matter. 

“How I gwine fin’ out ‘bout what mek yo’ 
watermillions so runty an’ so scrunty?’’ Judas 
exclaimed. “Hain’t 1 jest hoed ’em an’ 
plowed ’em an’ took care ob’em, an’ try to 
mek ’em do somefin’? But dey des kinder 
wommux an’ sqnrommux erlong, an’ don’t 
grow woferdern! I jest sw’a’ I can’t holp 
it, Mars Ben, ef yo’ got no luck erbout yo’ 
nohow! Watermillions grows ter luck, not 
ter de hoe.”’ 

“Luck! Luck!” bawled Ben, shaking his 
fistatihe negro. “Luck! yer old lump er 
Jamp-black—yer old, lazy, sneaking scamp! 
I'lkshow yeabout luck! EfI don’t have a 
good patch of watermillions next year I'll skin 
ye alive, see ef I don’t, yer old villain ye!”’ 

It was one of Ben’s greatest luxuries to sit 
on the top rail of the worm-fence which in- 
closed the melon-patch, his own particular 
atch, and superintend the hoeing thereof. 
io Judas this was a bitter ordeal, whose par- 
ticular tang grew more offensive year by year 
as the haif-smothered longing to be master, if 
forbut a moment, gripped his imagination 
closer and closer. 

“Ef I jest could set up dah on dat fence an’ 
cuss ‘im while he hoed, an’ ef I jest could one 


‘time see ‘im er-hus’lin’ erroun’ w’en I tole ’im, 


dis nigger ’d be ready ter die right‘den.”’ 

Any observer a trifle sharper than Ben 
would have read Judas’s thoughtsas he rumi- 
pated thus; but Ben was not a student of hu- 
man nature—or, for that matter, any other 
nature—and he scolded away merely to give 
vent to the pressure of habit. 

One morning, when the melon vines were 
oung—it must have been late in April—Judas 
eaned on his hoe-handle, and looking up at 

Ben, who sat on the fence top, as usual, smok- 
ing his short pipe, he remarked: 

“Don’ ye yer dat mockin’ bird er tee-diddlin’ 
an’ er toy-doodlin’, Mars Ben ?”

“Time do crawl ofijwid a feller’s life pow’ ful 
fast. Mars Ben. Seem lak yistyd’y, or day 
fore yistyd’y, ’at we ’s leetle beety boys. Don’ 
yo’ ’member w’en ole Bolus—dat fust Bolus, I 
mean—done went an’ kick de lof’ outer de 
hew stable? We’s er-gittin’ pooty ole, Mars 

n, pooty ole.’’ 

“Yes, an’ we’ll die an’ be buried an’ resur- 
rected, yer old vagabond ye, before ycr get one 
hill of this here patch hoed!” roared Ben.

Blair's Mexican Project. 
Hay and Nicolay, in the Century, 

The October installment of the Hay and 
Nicolay biography of Abraham Liscoln is de- 
voted to the Blair project toend the war by 
diverting the armies of the north and south 
from their warfare against each other to a joint 
expedition against the French under Maxi- 
millian in Mexico. 

Blair got a permit from Mr. Lincoln to visit 
Richmond, and there, in an interview with 
Mr. Dayis, he submitted his scheme in a writ- 
ten communication, which he read to the 
president of the confederacy. 

After referring to the last message of Mr. 
Lincoln, in which he said of the south, ‘‘Thev 
can at any moment have “peace simply by 
laying down their arms and submitting to the 
national authority under the constitution,’’ 
Mr. Blair’s communication said that slavery 
was dcomed, and that out of the way, thero 
was nothing to keep the north and south apart. 
He says: 

‘‘Now that the ingredient, adverse to union, 
which proved disruption is removed, there 13 
nothing left to counteract the powerful attrac- 
tion that even as colonies brought our people 
together as anation, and which still resists 
victoriously the frenzy of revolution. The in- 
stincts of kindred, the bonds of commerce de- 
lineated on our maps, rivers, railroads, canals, 
which mark its transit, are circulating the 
life’s blood of a gigantic rece whieh claims the 
continent for its pedestal. The love of liberty 
nurtured by popular institutions, so dear to the 
Anglo-Saxon race, makes its attachments in- 
destructible on this continent. We see them 
coming together again, afjer momentary rup- 
ture, along the Ohio, the Mississippi, upon the 
gulf, the Potomac, and gradually in the inte- 
rior wherever defense is assured from the mil- 
itary power that at first overthrew the govern- 
ment. It is now plain to every sense that 
nothing but the interposition of the suldiery of 
foreign tyrannies can prevent all the states 
from resuming their places in the union, cast- 
ing from them the demon of discord. The few 
states remainingin arms that made the war 
for slavery as the sine qua non now propose to 
surrender it, and even the independence which 
was coveted to support it, as a price for foreign 
aid, 

‘* ‘Slavery abandoned, the issue is changed, 
and war against the union becomes a war for 
monarchy; and the cry for independence of a 
government that assured the independence of 
the southern states of all foreign powers and 
their equality in the union, is converted into 
an appeal for succor to European potentates, 
to whom they offer, in return, homage as de- 
pendencies! And this is the price they pro- 
pose to pay for success in breaking up the 
national government! But will the people 
who have consented to wage this war for an 
institution once considered a property, now 
that they have abandoned it, continue the war 
to ensiave themselves? Would they abandon 
slavery to commend themselves to the protec 
tion of European monarchies, und thus escape 
the einbrace of that national republic as a part 
of which they have enjoyed almost a century 
of prosperity and renown? The whole aspect 
of the controversy upon this view is changed. 
The patriarchal domestic institution given up 
and the idea of independence and ‘being let 
alone’ in bappy isolation surrendered to cbtain 
the boon of foreign protection under the rule 
of monarchy! The most modern exemplitfica- 
tion of this programme for discontented 
republican states defeating their popular in- 
stitution by intestine hostilities if found in the 
French emporor’s Austriain deputy, Maxi- 
milian, sent to prescribe fortheir disordeis. 
Certainly a better choice for a vice-royalty un- 
der the auspices of France and Germany could 
not have been made. This scion of the house 
of Hapsburg must have inherited from a line 
of ancestors extending to the dark ages 
the very innate instincts of that despotism 
which has manacled the little republics of 
Italy and the little principalities of Germany, 
and subjected them to the will of the kaiser 
for more than a thousand years. With the 
blessing of heaven, the great American repub- 
lic will foil her design of the central despotism 
of Europe to destroy all that remains of lib- 
erty on the civilized continents of the earth. 
Great Britain’s jealously and apprehension of 
her ancient enemy, and the ambition of Rus- 
sia, looking tothe south for aggrandizement, 
will unite in arresting the strides to power oi 
this new holy alliance in the heart of Europe. 
England, for her wars in Europe, draws her 
armies from India and America. She will 
never consent to sce France, which is a labo- 
ratory of soldiers, add to her means of creat- 
ing armies by making colonies of Mexico and 
the southern states of this union for the pur- 
pose.”’ 

***The design of Louis Napoleon in reference 
to conquest on this continent is not left to con- 
jecture. With extraordinary frankness he 
made a public declaration that his object was 
to make the Latin race supreme in the south- 
ern section of the North American continent. 
This isa Napoleonic idea. The great Napol- 
eon, in aletter or one of his dictations at St. 
Heiena, states that it had been his purpose to 
embody an army of negroés in San Domingo, 
to be landed in the slave states with French 
support to instigate the blacks there to insur- 
rection, and through revolution effect con- 
quest. Louis Napoleon saw revolution in- 
volving the struggle of races and sections on 
the questions of slavery made to his hand, 
when he instantly recurred to his uncle’s ideas 
of establishing colonies to create commerce 
and a navy for France and to breed the mate 
rial for armies to maintain his European em- 
pire. The moment he perceived our frenzied 
people engaged in perpetrating a national sui 
cide he invaded Mexico to take up a position 
on the southern flank of this republic, to avail 
himself of its distractions as well as those of 
Mexico, to give effect to the daring scheme of 
the Bonapartist dynasty to make for the Latin 
race in allour regions on the gulf a seat of 
power under the auspices of France. His 
phrase ‘Supremacy of the Latin race’’ was to 
conciliate to his object-the whole Spanish as 


wellas the French and the mixe pula- 
tions which originally founded and built 
up the colonies that introduced civ- 


ilization around the gulf of Mexico and on the 
streams of its wilderness interior. (J efferson 
Davis is the fortunate man who now holds the 
commanding position to encounter this for- 
midable scheme of conquest, and whose fiat 
can at the same time deliver his country from 
the bloody agony now covering it in mourn- 
ing. He can drive Maximilian from his Amer- 
ican throne, and baffle the designs of Napoleon 
to subject our southern people to the “Latin 
race.” With a breath ho can blow away all 
pretense for proscription, conscription, or con- 
fiscation in the southern.states, restore their 
fields to luxuriant cultivation, their ports to 
the commerce of the world, their constitutions 
and their rights under them as essentially a 
part of the oonstitution of the United States 
to that strong guaranty under which they 
flourished for nearly a century not only as 
equals, but down tothe hour of conflict the 
prevalent power on the continent. All this 
may be achieved by means which, so far from 
subjecting the weaker section of our republic 
to humiliation or those asserting its cause by 
secession to dishonor, will add to the glory of 
both. 

‘**To accomplish this great good for our com- 
mon country President Lincoln has opened the 
way in his amnesty proclamation and the 
message which looks to armistice. Suppose 
the first enlarged to embrace all engaged in 
the war; suppose secret preliminaries to armis- 
tice enable President Davis to transfer such 
portions of his army as he may deem proper 
for his purpose to Texas, held out to it as the 
land of promise: suppose this force on the 
banks A g the Rio Grande, armed, equipped, 
and provided, and Juarez propitiated and ral 
lying the liberals of Mexico to give it wel- 
come and support—could it not enter Mexico 
in fall conttdence of expelling the invaders, 
who, taking adyantage of the distractions of 
ourown republic, have overthrown that of 
Mexico and establish a foreign despotisin to 
rule that land and spread its power over ours? 
I know Romero, the able, patriotic minister 
who represents the republic of Mexico near our 
government. He is intimate with my son, 
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Montgomery, who is persuaded that he could 
induce Juarez to devolve all the power he can 
command on President Davis—a dictatorship, 
if necessary—to restore the rights of Mexico 
and her people and provide for the stability of 
its government. With such hopes inspiring 
and a veteran army of invincibles to rally on, 
such a force of Mexicans might be embodied 
as would make the conquest of the country the 
work of its own people under able leading. 
But if more force were wanted than these 
Mexican recruits and the army of the south 
would supply, would not multitudes of 
the army of the north, officers and 
men, be found ready to embark in an 
enterprise vital tothe interests of our whole 
republic? The republican party has staked 
itself on the assertion of the Monroe doctrine 

roposed by Canning and sanctioned by a Brit- 
ish cabinet. The democrats ot the north have 
proclaimed their adhesion toit, and I doubt 
not from the spirit exhibited by the congress 
now in session, however unwilling to declare 
war,it would countenance all legitimate efforts 
short of such result to restore the Mexican re- 
public. Ithink I could venture to pledge my 
son General Blair, now commanding a corps 
against the confederacy, to resign his commis- 
sion, expatriate himself, and join all the force 
he could draw to the standard borne on a cru- 
sade for the expulsion of the European despot- 
ism now threatening our eonfines. There is 
no cause so dear to the soul of American pa- 
triotism as that which embodies resistance to 
the intrusion of a foreign tyranny. Its infancy, 
nurtured in the sternest trials of a war against 
dictation from potentates of another hemi- 
sphere, has grown to a manhood that will 
never permit its approaches. He who expels 
the Bonaparte-Hapsburg dynasty from our 
southern flank, which General Jackson in one 
of his letters warned me was the vulnerable 
point through which foreign invasion would 
come, will ally his name with those of Wash- 
ington and -Jackson as a defender of the 
liberty of the country. in 
delivering Mexico he should model its 
states in form and principle toadapt them 
to our union and add a new southern 
constellation to its benignant sky while round- 
ing off our possession on the continent at the 
Isthmus, and opening the way to blending the 
waters of the Atlantic and Pacific, thus em- 
bracing our republic in the arms of the ocean, 
he would complete the work of Jefferson, who 
first set one foot of our colossal government on 
the Pacific by a stride from the gulf of Mexico. 
Such achievement would be more highly _ 
preciated in the south, inasmuch as it would 
restore the equipoise between the northern and 
southern states—if indeed such sectional dis- 
tinctions could be recognized after the peculiar 
institutirn which created them had ceased to 
exist.’ ”’ 


The Interview With President Davis. 


Concerning this remarkable project, Mr. 
Blair gives the following account of an inter- 
view with President Davis and credits him 


with indorsing it: 

‘I then said to him, ‘Thereis my problem 
Mr. Davis; do you think it possible to be solv, 
ed?’ After consideration he said, ‘I think so.’ 
I then said, ‘You sew that I make the great 
point of this matter that the war is no longer 
made for slavery, but monarchy. You know 
thatif the war is kept up and the union di- 
vided, armies must be kept afoot ou both sides, 
and this state of things has never continued 
long without sew pte, Boe monarchy on one side 
orthe other, and on both generally.’ He as- 
sented to this, and with great emphasis re- 
marked that he was like Lucius Junius Brutus, 
and uttered the sentiment ascribed to him in 
Shakspere, without exactly quoting it: 

There was a Brutus once that would have brooked 

‘The eternal devil to keep his state in Rome 

As easily asa king. 


Then he said that he was thoroughly for 
»0pular government, that this feeling had 
en bornand bred in him. Touching the 
project, he said, of bringing the sections to- 
gether again, the great difficulty was the ex- 
cessive vindictiveness produced by outrages 
perpetrated in the invaded states during the 
war. He said reconcilement must depend, he 
thought, upon time and events, which he 
hoped would restore better feelings, but that 
he was certain that no circuinstance wouid 
have a greater effect than tosee the arms of 
our countrymen from the north and south 
united in a war upon a foreign power assailing 
principles of government common to both sec- 
tions, and threatening their destruction. And 
he said he was convinced that all the powers 
of Europe felt it their interest that our peonle 
in this quarrel should exhaust all their ener- 
gies in destroying cach other, and thus make 
them a prey to the potentates of Europe, who 
felt that the destruction of the government was 
necessary to the maintevance of the monarchi- 
cal principles on which their own were founded. 
I told him that I was encouraged by finding 
him holding these views, and believed that our 
country, if impressed with them, as I thought 
it might be universally, would soon resume its 
happy unity. Hesaid Iloughtto know with 
what reluctance he had been drawn out of the 
union; that he labored tothe last moment to 
avoid it; thathe had followed the old flag 
longer and with more devotion than anything 
else on earth; that at Bull Run when he saw 
the flag he supposed it was his own hanging 
on the staff,—they were more alike then than 
now—and when the flag of the United States 
unfurled itself in the breeze he saw it with a 
sigh, but he had to choose between it and his 
own, and he had to look to it as that of an 
enemy. He felt now that it was laid up, but 
the circumstances to which he had adverted 
might restore it and reconcilement be easer. 
With regard to Mexico, if the foreign power 
was driven out, it would have to depend on 
the events there to make it possible to connect 
that country with this and restore the equi- 
poise to which I looked; nobody could foresee 
how things would shape themselves.”’ 
The official commynications between Mr. 
Dayis and Mr. Lincoln do not furnish anything 
to corroborate this statement. In fact, the 
absence of any allusion to it is conspicuous. 
The only matter referred to was a conference 
of representatives of the two governments 
with a view to a termination of the war. 


The Democratic Ideal in Education. 
Felix Adler in the Century. 

The writer of this article presents in brief 
compass the ideas pregnant with development. 

First, he says there isa lower and a higher 
democracy, the one looking to civil llberty as 
the means of securing the greatest material 
welfare. Under that, he says, the public 
school system designs to fit the people to make 
a living. Under the other, and higher dem- 
ocracy, @ new system of education seeks to 
liberate all the powers of the people by devel- 
oping all their faculties and making them full 
all round-men and women. 

Enlarging on the latter view, he says: 

"The higher democraey, on the other hand, 
is idealistic in character. It looks upon polit- 
ical liberty as a new opportunity for the un- 
folding of the spiritual life of the nation. 
So far from ——— culture as the privi- 


lege of the few, declares that the 
growth of a genuine human culture 
depends upon the co-operation of the 


masses as a main factor in its develop 
ment. Society is an organism; a part cannot 
flourish at the expense of the whole. Each 
function attains its maximum excellence in 
the perfect action and interaction of the oth- 
ers. At the grand wedding supper in which 
the senses are to be married to the soul, all 
men are invited guests, and to each belongs a 
share in the feast. In taking this position, 
democracy breaks with the traditions of the 
past. For from the days of Aristotle down, 
two propositions have been accepted al- 
most as self-evident truths—the one that 
the majority of mankind are too dull 
to repay any strenuous effort in the 
line of their intellectuai development; the 
second that, even if this were not so, society is 
too poor to support more than a few persons in 
that life of tranquil leisure which is indis- 
pensable to the successful pursuit of science 
andart. The many, one still hears it fre— 
quently said, must spend their days in physi- 
cal toil and the atmosphere of sordid cares in 
order that the few may dwell exempt in the 
ure region of contemplation, in the society of 
immutable courses. The multitude must 
pass their lives in intellectual night in 
order that the light of culture may burn 
brightly at least in a few favored places. 

“But the spirit of democracy spurn such 
pessimistic views as these. Tothe first pro 
siton, that the masses are too dull to be ele- 
vated, it replies that this damning opinion 
must be pronounced a prejudice until it shall 
have been tested by experiment. And this has 
never been done, never eves been attempted 

scale. On the con- 


| answer to the second proposition, that society 


is too poor to exempt any considerable number 
of its members from physical drudgery, it 
points to the vast increase of wealth which 
has come in the trainof labor saving inven- 
tions, and to the prospect thot a more equable 
distribution of this wealth willin time place 
suflicient leisure for continued self culture 
within the reach even of the humblest. Ad- 
mitting that genius and even first-rate talent 
will always be rare, democracy uses the 
following argument for the culture of the 
masses. Itis conceded that successful in- 
tellectual effort of any kind depends 
as much on favorable environment as on orig- 
inal endowment. Now the mags of the people 
constitute the environment, as it were, of the 
men of genius or talent who appear among 
them. It is indispensable that the environ- 
ment—that is, the masses—be rightly infiu- 
enced to obtain the highest possible results. 
Thus the rise of a truly national art in America 
will depend not only on the advent of a few 
fine souls who shall be capable of expressing 
the sprit of American life in tone, form, and 
color, but upon the existence of an educated 
taste among the American people as a whole, 
on which the artist may rely to control, in- 
spire, and sustain his efforts. The same is 
true in regard to American science. The 
larger the number of persons able to appre- 
ciate the best mental work, the greater and 
more varied the stimulus imparted to those 
who arecapable of doing such work. 

“‘And again: the higher the standards of 
morality which are erected among the people, 
the more exalted will be the character of the 
public men of America, the nobler the princi- 
ples which they confess and to which they con- 
form. Turn in whatever direction we wiil the 
same truth meets us, the stream of spiritual 
endeavor cannot rise higher than 
its source. And the source is the peo- 
ple, the whole’ people, in whom 
is embodied the national life, of which the in- 
dividual life is but a temporary expression. 
Thus even if popular culture will not greatly 
increase the amount of geniusin the world— 
though some are sanguine enough to believe 
that it may—it will supply the basis on which 
genius must rest for its support, the fertile soil 
in which the flower of high thinking and fine 
feeling will flourish as it has never done before, 
itis the mission of democracy to create a new 
environment for the grander evolution of the 
spiritual life. 

‘From this peint of view the higher democ- 
racy assigns to the public school an altogether 
new and larger aim. It is the business of the 
school to cultivate every individual pupil as an 
individual; to develop, not some particular 
faculty, but, so far as possible, every one of his 
faculties; to liberate allthe powers of mind 
and heart latent within him; so to educate 
him that he may become, not a breadwinner, 
bataman. The true man will also be an able 
breadwinner, but he will be much more be- 
sides. It is the business of thé schools to pro- 
duce the finest possible specimens of manhood 
and womanhood, just as the gardener aims to 
produce fine specimens of fruit or flowers. 
Elementary education must become a liberal 
education. 

“The workingman’s school and free kin- 
dergarten of New York was established as an 
experiment in reducing these principles to 
practice. It is devoted to the democratic ideal 
in education, It has its place outside the pub- 
lic school system, but was conceived and is 
carried on in direct relation tothat system. It 
is designed to become the model of a public 
school,”’ 

The workingman’s school is then described. 
It is just about such aschool as our techno- 
logical school, except that it begins with 
younger students on clay and pasteboard work 
and leads them up through this preparatory 
or primary course of hand and brain develop- 
ment to the stage of the Georgia boys in our 
school of technology. 


An Afternoon With Zola. 
From the Transatlantic by Ange Galdemar, 

“Ah!” said Zola, in the course of the con- 
versation, ‘‘I am growing old; I am almost 
fifty.”’ 

Yet his countenance still gives an impres- 
sion of youth. For that matter, his entire 
personality reveals an astonishing vivacity. 
For my surprise is far from having ceased. 
Instead of the leader of a school, speaking 
from his arm-chair with the air of a professor, 
weighing every word with the slow gesjures of 
a pontiff, I find a vibrating being, full of 
flame, a virtuoso who reminds me almost of 
Daudet. Hegaliks with charming volubility, 
and becomes #nthusiastic himself, unable to 


resist the flow of his images and thoughts. 
His face lights up most expressively. His 
forehead wrinkles slightly as the conversation 
increases in intensity. His eyes, the soft eyes 
peculiar to near-sighted persons, remain 
dreamy, veiled, tranquil behind his glasses. 
At the slightest compliment his glance seeks 
the floor, and he seems to want to run away. 
I swear to youthat I found him a most at- 
tractive man. 

‘Surely, at the present hour we are in a pe- 
riod of transition. After the great breach 
made by naturalism, a sort of slight reaction 
has been made manifest, arising a little from 
discouragement. Man wants to be happy. He 
hasan imperative and perpetual desire for 
happiness. With the positive and scientific 
method, we have caused him totouch evil 
with his finger and see life as it really is. But 
we have not consoled him. He is grateful to 
us for the conquests achieved in the name of 
truth, but he gives us to understand that he is 
stillsad. So that must be thoughtof. In 
what direction will this feeling take him? As 
yet we have no indication. The symbolists’ 
school has nade an evident effort, but it has 
given us no remarkable work, no striking per - 
sonality. Thetalentof Maupassant has been 
developed, as wellas that of Bourget. Thefr 
books, although of undeniable value and orig- 
inality, have brought us, nevertheless, no new 
formula. Weremain ina period of expecta- 
tion and unasiness. All of which is very inter- 
esting to note. 

‘‘As for me, I have a new novel under way. 
But I confess that Iam slow in finishing my 

tougon-Macquart series. I have still four 
volumes to publish before it is concluded. 


That will take meafew years yet. I really 
find myself ina curious situation. Suppose 
that a second war should break out. I should 


seem to be writing historical novels. Even 
now I appear likea sort of Sir Walter Scott, 
for the cannons of 1870 hurled into the past 
that second empire in which I make my 
characters move. 

‘When I have finished my series, I shall 
doubtless write some novels of a different na- 
ture, outside ofthe absolute method which I 
have followed hitherto. And then, in all 
probability, I shall resume the critical work 
that Iso long ago abandoned. At that time 
it will bave been ten years since the publica 
tion of my last articles. I shall have some- 
thing new tosay. Ishall haveto take note 
of the various efforts that have been mani- 
fested during this lapse of time, and disengage 
their philosophy. 

“T had intended to do this in the pages of a 
review ; but a review is almost a grave. In it 
one is read by only a select and very limited 
public. As I wish to addressa more numer- 
ous and more varied audience, I shall doubtless 
begin the battle in some ee oy daily jour 
nal. It goes without saying that the form of 
the articles, in that case, must undergo some 
modification, fora newspaper has not much 
space at its disposal, and it is often necessary 
to adopt a concise style that is somewhat em- 
barrassing, especially when one has much to 
say. However, Ishallsee. My plan is not 
finally fixed. I counted on beginning this 
very year in the “Figaro,” but [ have had to 
postpone my project till later.

The most 
careful authorities in the United States are 
agreed that fully one-third of all cases that 
come under treatment are permanently cared.

An earth connection is necessary as well.’ 
A wire netting all over the house, a good earth 
connection at several points, and a plentiful 
supply of barbed wire stuck all over the roof, 
constitute an admirable systemof defense. 
Pointsto the sky are recognized as correct; 
but there should be “more of them, 
any number of them, rows of them, 
like barbed wire—not necessarily at all promi- 
nent—along ridges and eaves. For a single 
point has not a very great discharging capac- 
ity; and, if you want to neutralize a thunder—- 
cloud, three points are not so effective as three 
thousand. -No need, however, for great spikes 
and ugly tridents, so painful to the architect. 
Let the lightning come to you, do not go to 
meet it. Protect al] your ridges and pinnacles 
—not only the highest—and you will be far 
safer than if you built yourself a factory-chim-

Then the boys 
would lay for usthe next time and surround 
us and attack us with sticks and rocks and 
thrash poles and the way we ran the gauntlet 
was thrilling. I think of all these youthful 
frolics when I see these boys start out and I 
wantto go, but I can’t, I’m too old, my time’s 
out, I couldn’tkeep up. The spirit is willing 
but the flesh is weak, very weak. It 
makes me puff and blow to 
run or fox-trot a hundred yard’ now. My 
legs are overloaded with corporosity but my 
arms are al! right. I can chop woodona 
wager with most any young man and win it. 

I was looking at the races at Piedmont yes- 
terday and it carried me back to the good old 
times when we boys used to mount our nags 
and ponies and slip down the Covington road 
to the race tracks— not your round course nor 
an oval, buttwo long straight parallel tracks 
about ten feet apart and the bushes 
cut away like the right of way on a 
railroad. From long use the tracks had worn 
into two little narrow paths, and the horses 
had nothing todo but keep them. We al- 
ways rode bareback, and it made good riders 
of us. It was a rough young life in those days 
—rougher than it is now, for we didn’t wear 
shoes much, nor coats, nor undershirts, nor 
drawers, and a homemade cap or a seal- 
skin cap would last two or three 
years, and then be handed down 
tothe next boy.

StI de- 
parted those coasts and kept on trying until I 
got what I wanted, but had to have the 
sleeves cyt off alittle tosuit my arms.

MINNEAPOLIS, Ks., October 14, 1889.—Edi- 
tors Constitution: I noticed'you recently nad a cal- 
umn for daring deeds.

Monsieur Paulet changed color, and hesi- 
tated painfully. 

‘*Yes, yes, my dear fellow, I understand! It 
is a long journey, and you are out of funds just 
now. You must draw on me. [am often out 
of funds myself, and you will bea rich man 
when you come back. ThenI will draw on 
you. It is al) settled.”’ 

The kindly but peremptory old judge had 
his way. Rosy was taken out to the planta- 
tion and received with delight by Mrs, Pope, 
the children and aswarm of young negroes, 
with all of whom the vivacious French child 
was a pet. 

Monsieur Paulet, ina new suit of clothes, 
his papers, money and ticket in a brown port- 
manteau, belonging to the judge, was escorted 
by almost all the population of the village to 
the inn from which he was to begin his jour- 
ney, and departed, loaded with prayers and 
wishes for good luck. : 

It is hard for the young people of the pres 
ent time to understand the traveling of those 
days.

Architecture, 
From the Popular Science Monthly, 

Discussing the question, what style of arch- 
itecture should we follow? Mr. William 
Simpson observes that we should follow no 
style to copy it, or as the ultimate object to be 
reached, but may use any stylr with the inten- 
tion of developing new forms from it. A new 
style, if we want one -and every people and 
every age should have its own—cannot be 
evolved out of the inner con- 
sciousness of any man or any number of 
men, but is possible only by practical working. 
It can only be produced by a course of devel- 
opment requiring time, during which the re- 
quirements of the period and the building ma- 
terials should be the dominating factors. This 
will produce the constructive forms by a nat~ 
ural process. Then follows the wsthetic or 
decorative function, in which the artist should 
be a designer and not a __ copier. 
Some style, however, should be taken 
from which to start. All previous styles 
have been developments from pre-existing 
ones. Such has been the condition ‘in 
the past, and by accepting this we would not 
be ignoring the experience of what has taken 
pene. The process of adaptation should be 
vegun by weeding out all shams. Let all 
forms which are not suited to the present 
wants aud conditions be rejected. The same 
should be done with all constructive forms 
that are not natural, or which would be bad 
building if produced with the material em- 
ployed. No structural form should be added 
to a building which is not required, and with 
no other object than that of “architectural ef- 
fect.’’ This has beena prolific cause of shams: 
Such things as pinnacles, turrets, towers, and 
all sorts of useless excrescences have come into 
existence under this supposed necessity. All 
decoration which is founded on, or the repre 
sentation of, previous constructive forms, 
should be rigidly avoided; and originality in 
design should be understood as the aim of all 
decorators.

Black Cat and the Dead Rat—Some 
Nooks and Corners—Smith's Wrestling 
with the French Language. 

This Year—Septem ber. — Variety be- 
ing the spice of writing as well as of life—here 
ee most independent people I’ve seen in 

are the bootbiacks. Itisa very difficult 

ing to find one when you want him. You 
gee their neatly arranged chairs, with all of the 
fiances for polishing, on the corners—but 
pootblack is rarely at home. He has 
one to lancheon, or taking a promenade, 
or sipping his sirop ata neighboring cafe. If 
pe happens tocome up while you are looking 
at bis chair and wondering where 
he does not condescend 
¢ jour custom. He is above it. 
rops into his chair, picks up a news- 
papel and yawns over it. If you timidly sug- 
¢ thata ‘‘shine” is desired he will look at 
on vacantly for a moment, slowly fold his 
caer, rise with great dignity and proceed to 
ive you the vest polish for the sum of two 
cents that can be hoped for on this earth. The 
pootblacks are men—some of them old men— 
and they are as much artists with the brush as 
many sculptors are with the chisel. Just give 
the bootblack an extra penny — and he 
will brush your clothes until they 
litter like your shoes, and thank you 
eth a pathos aud politeness only equalled 
by the suavity and eloquence with which the 
London bootblack begs you, almost with tears 
in his eyes, to let him shine your shoes. 
[have seen many things over here which I 
cannot comprehend. But the greatest mystery 
of all to me is how a two hundred pound 
Frenchman can sit in front of a cafe for hours 
overa tiny glass of cognac— about a thimble 
full—without drinking it. It takes a French- 
man far loncer to quatf a thimble full of bran- 
dy than if does an Atianta boy to wrap him 
self around a schooner of beer. The main 
object seems to be just to sit behind the 
prandy ard; look or think and talk. The 
drinking is merely an incident. When you 
ask for coffee. the waiter always brings a lit- 
tle fiask of cognac and places it by the glass, 
anda if you say, ‘‘No cognac,” hesimply stares 
at youina dazed way and leaves the brandy 
on the table. He thinks surely there must be 
some mistake. It passes the comprehension 
of a French waiter how auy human being can 
possibly drink coffee without dashing it -with

Victor Hugo once said that the best way to 
see Paris life is from the top of an omni- 
bes. ‘This is true. Take an omnibus at 
the Madeleine—ride through the boulevards 
Capneines, Des Italians, Monmartre, Pair- 
son ire—the most britiiant Streets In 
Paris and you will see thousands 
of fashionably dressed men and women sitting 
in front of the cafes under the beautiful trees 
sipping brandy, cotlee ud sirops. You will not 
see anybody intexicated. Ride through the 
exterior boulevards and you will see thousands 
of working people, men, women and children 
drinking cheap wines in front of the cheap 
cafes—aud all sober and cheerful. The 
French people live at the cafes and use their 
houses simp!y as sleeping places. If there is 
any piace like home in Paris, I have failed to 
see it. The Frenchman’s idea is to work hard 
and fast, get through as quickly 
as possible, and then enjoy him- 
self. Perhaps after all he has erasped 
the true philosophy of existence. At any rate 
peopie of all classes seen to be prosperous— 
aud everybody spends money. 
Speaking of ommibusses, the French system 
is the tincst IT have ever seen. There are 
thirty jour omnibus routes in Paris, and they 
arerun from early morning till midnight. 
These ponderous vehicles are drawn by big 
horses, three abreast. and carry forty people 
inside anden top. They go thundering along 
ata rapid rate and don’t stop for people to 
getoutoftie way. Fortwoardahalf cents 
one can ride the entire length of an omnibus 
route on top aud for five cents you can 
ride all over the city by pro 
curing at the starting point what is called ‘a 
correspondence,’’ « round, red ticket which 
must simply be shown to the conductors on the 


-Yarions routes traveled. 


Back of the Orleans railway station, and 
onlyafew moments’ walk from the famous 
Garden of Plants, is a little settlement called 
the Ragpicker’s villa. Thestreets are alley- 
wavs and the liouses, which are about the size 
ofrabbit hutches, are marvels of quaintness. 
They are built of sticks and- pieces of laths 
and = boards and roofed with bits 
of sardine and tobacco boxes, 
These are the little ' patchwork palaces 
of scores of Parisian ragpickers and there these 
hardworking, honest toilers find rest with their 
families after the labois of the day and night. 
They are queer specimens of humanity, to be 
gure. It is the village of want and squalor 
Within the metropolis of wealth and fashion, 
and no more like Paris than if a settlement of 
another sphere. A more curious and interest- 
ingspot cannot be found in any city in the 
World. it is, perhaps. an open question whether 
there is more happiness in the humble huts of 
the lowly chiffonniers than in the stately 
structures in ihe Faubourg St. Honore. 

At the head of the Rue des Martyrs,in a little 
side street, stands the cafe of The Black Cat, 
the queerest house of entertainment in all 
Paris. It isa three-story building of stone, 
painted black and discolored by time.

Political Gossip of the General Assembly— 
Plenty of Congressional Timber in the 
Woods. 


It is hay making time with those amiable 
young statesmen who are nursing their first 


infant ambition. 
The smile that illumines one of their faces 
when a man within ten feet says ‘‘congress”’ is 
at once coy and bewitching. First the young 
statesman casts a sidelong glance to see if they 
are talking about him, and whether he may 
prudently pay attention. He wears his am bi- 
tion nearest his heart and handles it as ten- 
derly as anew born babe. It is not long, how- 
ever, before the frail fondling becomes a lusty 
infant, strong enough to stand alone and vora- 
cious as the famous kine of Coweta county. 
The candidates are all so closely identified 
with agriculture, it isa marvel that any of 
them gut into the legislature. They follow 
the plow in the house day by day, and almost 
any sunny afternoon you can see them picking 
cotton. The musical “‘gee-haw”’ of the legis-~ 
lator is a delightful reminder of rural 
life. Most of their spare time, however, is 
given to keeping up their fences. 
Fences are a terrible tax to these farmers, 
and there is no stock law that will dispense 
with them. The boys are continually burning 
off the woods for new cattle, and these op- 
pressed legislative farmers have to fight fire in 
this world almost as hard as some prejudiced 
persons think they will have to fight’it in the 
ext. 
: Then there is the waiting class, the great 
majority who are not candidates, but like 
Jack Potter’s girl, are willing to be kissed. 
There is a whole forest of thean in the Georgia 
legislatire, and they stand coquetting with the 

olitical breezes with the dreamy but hopeful 

isticssness of the tremulous aspen that thrills 
with each new breath of autumn. 

Of course it is understood that none of the 
foregoing remarks apply to the gentlemen 
hereafter tc be mentioned. It must be con- 
fessed, however, that they all have some in- 
terest in agriculture. To this soft impeach- 
ment they all plead guilty. 


The second district is already showing signs 
of life, and Senator Wooton, though not a 
candidate at this writing, admits that there 
may be some politics down there next year. 

The senator is an attractive man. An op- 
timist and a champion of woman at that elas- 
tic age, between forty-five and fifty-five, he 
has a quiet geniality which makes: friends 
and gives him a weleome even in the counsels 
of the younger men, who of late have shown 
a disposition to shelve their elders when they 
were able.

In debate heis, like heavy 
ordnance, not easily got into action, but tell- 
ing and sonorous when once unlimbered. His 
speech against betterments attracted wide at- 
tention. 

He is a lawyer of mark and a man of means, 
and his opposition to Mr. Turner may give 
that gentleman a tough tustle for his seat. 
As chairman of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad committee his position is one of the 
most responsible in the state. 

It is said that Mr. Blount inhabits the 

raises of his district to such an extent that he 

as a mortgage on his seat in congress as long 
ashe wants to gothere. Whenever he gets 
tired, as it is rumored he will be after 
one more term, there will be a big crop of 
young timber ripe and available.

The heavy 
timber in Macon is Attorney-General Ander- 
50n. 

Senator Whitfield, who was elected presi« 
dent pro tem of the senate the other day when 
the president and vice-president were absent, 
temporarily isa linea! descendant of Robert 
Whitfield, the great preacher of the last cen- 
tury, whoce oratorical power challenged the ad- 
miration of such men as Pitt and Fox. 

Senator Whitfield has a good deal of his 
great ancestors’ eloquence, though he has 
taken little of the time of the senate. His 
speech in reply to Senator Gibbs was an effort 
which made an impression. It is a pity that 
speech was not telegraphed to London and 
published in the Times at the same time Sena- 
tor Gibbs’ extreme utterance appeared there. 
A gentleman who was in London at that time, 
for the purpose of bringing half a million dol- 
lars into Georgia to develop its minerals, found 
it almost impossible to overcome the effect of 
Senator Gibbs’ declaration that there is 
not room enough in the south for 
both the yankee and the negro, The English- 
men respect the yankee for his money making 
capacity and they stop to ask whether there is 
room for them where there is no room for the 
yankee. Itissaid that the speech was tele- 
graphed to London by Alabama parties to de- 
feat Georgia enterprises, which were compet- 
ing in the money market-with those from Ala- 
baina. 

Senator Whitfield in his senatorial district, 
stands ou a vantage ground of eight or ten 
votes to start with in the nominating conven- 
tion if Mr, Blount should ever cet tired. Mr. 
Biount, by the way. is Senator Whitfield’s 
kinsman, and that might be an element of 
strength in some future race, 

The slate which is said to have been made 
at the democratic convention last year in- 
cluded Blount for. governor and Berner to 
wear his shoes. Mr. Berner is what the ladies 
calla handsome man, with a clear, bright 
complexion, trimmed with blue eyes, dark 
hair and well-groomed mustache. But he is 
no dude, If he is gooa looking he can’t help 
it. He means business, Heis a speaker of 
fine preserce and blessed with a rich and 
strong voice tliat carries well and never rasps 
the auditory nerves of a restless audience. It 
is said that he has taken the defeat of the 
Olive bill to heart more than any man in the 
legislature, and when he has occasion to go 
before the people again his substitute for that 
bill will be his raison d’etre as a candidate. 

It would not be surprising to see him stump 
his district for the legislature candidates in 
that line, and then stump it the next time for 
himself as a successor to Mr. Blount. He 
wears his ambition modestly, but he appears 
to be willing to let it take its fall growth. 

Senator Bartlett is the flying artillery of the 
senate, and he does lotsofexecution. He says 
he is going home when the legislature ad- 
journs and try to resurrect his business. He is 
willing to let politics alone awhile if it will 
jet him alone. But if public opinion should 
at any time in the near future call him 
out he is not to be intimidated by a crushing 
sense of the responsibilities of office. He has 
heretofore been for the people, and he would 
be for them then, even if he had to sacrifice 
himself. He is one of the few blonde states~ 

men of this general assembly, His voice, like 
his reputation, has a constantly rising inflex- 
ion, especially when an opponent undertakes 
to trip him with an interruption. There is an 
electric crack and pop to his sentences, and 
his battery is always ip order. He isa skillful 
- dpapengranagpones and hard to catch napping.

Blance, of Cedartown; Colonel G. E. Sher- 
mute, of Daltonand Hon. Mr. Rankin, of 
Calhoun, are all mentioned as candidates, 
while the Hon. Judson Clements, sure footed 
and taciturn, will be on the ground when the 
fight begins. 

In the tenth the race between Mr. Watson 
and Major Barnes has already begun, and it is 
said that Mr. Watson is stirring up a good deal 
of enthusiasm among the farmers. 

It should not be forgotten that the Hon. Mr. 
Snelson, of Meriwether, is available timber in 
Mr. Grimes’s district, and Mr. Crenshaw is 
said to be among his friends. 

Mr. Atkinson, of Coweta, is also talked of as 
a possibility. 

In the first district Mr. William Gordon, 
chairman of the appropriation committee, is 
mentioned as a possible candidate for congress 
in the firrt district, or for the gubernatorial 
chair. Itis not known that he is maklng any 
effort ih either direction. Senator DuBignon’s 
name is more prominently mentioned in con- 
nection with the chief executive office than 
that of any other member of the legislature. 
He is very quiet on the subject. However, it 
is certain that he is not —s.

Count Schouva- 
loff fortified the Russian embassy. Six Rus- 
sian artisans, especially attached to the czars 
retinue, examined the walls, flooring and furn- 
iture of the embassy and inserted grating bur- 
ring at! the tips and bottoms of chimneys. 
Sentries were also stationed upon the roof, ap- 
parently to prevent explosives being thrown 
down the flues. The Berlin secret police as- 
sisted the Russian detectives as far as the 
frontier, In accordance with the czars 
desire, tho railway bridges at Neustadt, 
Dirschau and Marienburg, and = ail 
streets of Dantzic, were guarded by troops. 
Until the moment the czar left Dantzic even 
officials were not allowed to know whether he 
would board the imperial yacht, Derjava, or 
make the journey by railroad. When the train 
started via the Dirschan line for the frontier, 
orders were telegraphed to put 50,000 Russian 
troops in motion to protect the lines.

Save the Forests. 

Some very important facts were stated in 
the papers read before the Forestry congress 
in session at Philadelphia last week. 

According to the figures presented, we 
have in the United States 450,000,000 acres 
of woodland, Of this we cut about 25,- 
000,000 acres every year, and it is easy to see 
that at this rate in less than twenty years 
our forests will be utterly destroyed unless 
something is done for thelr preservation. 

The trouble is thatthe amount annually 
cut just doubles the estimated growth of 
timber. The coming session of congress 
will be urged to take the proper steps to 
check this waste, and it is thought that an 
act will be passed to withdraw from sale all 
fofest lands belonging to the government 
until the adoption of a permanent national 
system for the preservation of large tracts 
of timber land.

What the English call their “bye elec- 
tions’ have recently shown that the senti- 
ment in favor of home rule in Ireland is 
stronger in England than ever before.

A CLASS or THEM STUDYING IN 
ATLANTA. 


The Georgia Female Medical College Ie sins 
Its Work—The Only Institution of Its 


Female sawbones! 

Did you know that we had them in our 
midst? Did you know that, there were in At- 
lanta a lot of prospective female physicians? 

Not sawbones, for itis not likely that any 
woman will make surgery a profession; but 
they are studying medicine, and are making 
headway fn the study. 

A half dozen bright, intelligent women— 
some single, some married—gather in the par 
lors of the Zouave armory every day 10 listen to 
medical lectures. This is the nucleus 
of the Georgia Female Medical college, the 
only strickly women’s cal college in the 
southern states. 

‘(A small beginuing,” said Dr. Durham in 
telling of the college and its works, ‘“‘but then, 
you know, all great things have small begin- 
nings.’’ 

This is the first year of the college’s exis- 
tence, a charter having been granted to sev- 
eral prominent doctors at the last session of 
the legislature, and the organization having 
been perfected since then. The college has in 
its first class -six students, with two 
others recently matriculated who will enter 
soon. That givesa class of eight to begin 
with—and a right respectable beginning it is. 
Two or three applications have been refused, 
so it will be seen that nota little interest is 
felt in this new movement. 

The faculty embraces some of Atlanta’s best 
known physicians and surgeons. Dr. A. G. 
Thomas is president, Dr. W. M. Durham is 
proctor, and Dr. J. W. Stone is dean. Dr. 
Thomas lectures on chemistry, Dr. Durham 
on surgery, Dr. Stene on materia medica, Dr, 
Delbridge on obstetrics, Dr. O’ Brien on anato- 
my, Dr. Patterson on electricity and nervous 
diseases, Mrs. Dr. Durham, herself a regularly 
graduated physiciav, on physiology, and Mrs. 

Dr. Pickering, of Tennessee, on diseases of 
children. 

‘‘We feel that women have come into the 
profession to stay,’’ said Dr. Stone, “and we 
think they ought to be given the same op- 
portunities for study here in the south 
that they have in the north. The college is

The oid statesman, so the letters show, was yery 
fond of agricultural pursuits—in fact, himself a 
practical and successful farmer, 

In one letter, dated ‘‘Mouticello, June 5, 1811,” 
Mr. Jefferson writes at some length about his ex. 
perience in raising ‘‘berni,” contriving a press, and 
extracting the oil. 

“The many horned ram," he says, ‘which I was 
to have sént to Norfolk for you, kilied by bis 
sire. This abominable animal killed moreover two 
fine Barbarry rams for me,’’ 

Another interesting letter is from Light-horse 
Harry Lee. It is dated ‘Stratford, Va., January 12, 
1806.” There were n@invelopes in those days, and 
the letters were folded up, sealed and directed. This 
bears the inscription: 

“His Excellency, 
The Governor of 
Georgia, 
Augusta,” 

And the postmark, in writing, “King George 
Courthouse, Va., January 21, forw’d,”’ 

Another most interesting letter is from James 
Jay, a brother of the chief justice. It is dated New 
York, September 2, 1807.

New York, October 18, 1889.—[Special.}—It 
isagreat relief to have something to talk 


about. 

Up to the past week there has been 
nothing of real interest at the theaters, but 
now the season may be said to be fairly upon 
us. With the Booth-Modjeska company at 
the Broadway, Jefferson-Florence at the Star, 
the Kendals at the Fifth avenue, Salvini at 
Palmer’s, William Terriss and Jessie Mill- 
ward at Niblo’s, Charles Wyndham at the 
Tremont in Boston, and Wilson Barrett at the 
Boston theater, the season of 1889-’90 may 
qe fairly said to have been given its opening 
boom. 

And a great opening it has been. 

I suppose you want to hear about Booth and 
Modjeska first.. Well, there was the surely 
to- be-expecied crowd, and as everybody had 
paid a big price to see the performance, every- 
body went with the expectation of being 
pleased. There isa great dealin that, Have 
you never noticed it? The great Amer- 
ican public is a gullible pab 
lic, and the man who charges 
the highest price for his waresis sure to get 
the most custom. The people think they are 
getting something better than they comld any 
where else and so long as they think 80, they 


are satisfied and pleased. 

But what has that to do ith Booth and 
Modjeska? Surely they are the best. 

Yes, that’s true; and yg* I have seen better 
performances of “Richelieu” than I saw on 
Monday night. Mr.” Booth’s personation of 
the ~ great cardinal is essentially 
his own api some of us_ have 
our own ideas-“of the part. Mr. Booth may be 
right and we may be wrong, but to my mindit 

younger man—one whose imagina- 

tits fever heat, and who can by his 

youthful zeal and enthusiasm imbue the 

waracters with the enthusiasm of the author 
—to play Bulwer. This is lacking in Mr. 
Booh's interpretation of ths earlier scenes. 

He makes his Richelieu essentially intellect- 

ual, sacrificing humanity to intellectuality. 

But as I have said before, it is the same 
Richelieu as of yore, and I suppose it is great 
presumption on the part of a youngster to 
criticise Edwin Booth or to find in his work 
anything short of perfection itself. 

And Mojeska? 

It is hardly fair to this really great actress 
tosay anything about her work as Julie de 
Mortemar. She did it probably better than 
anybody else can do it, but there isn’t enough 
in the part to allow’ her to do jus- 
tice toherself, [ will have more to say 
of her when I see her in something better 
suited to her ability.

From the wily Cardinal to jolly, happy Bob 
Acres; who wouldn’t, if his own pleasure is to 
be consulted, make the change? 

Jefferson and Florence and Mrs. Drew— 
what a delicious trio it is!

There is to be no stattling départure during 
the coming season in the dressing of the hair. Any 
way and every way will be equally popular. The 
Pasyohe knot has fallen—and great was the fall 
thereof—into a broader knot lower down, which 
can be worn becomingly with turbans and walking 
hats. Thesevere Alsatian braids, pinned ina fiat 
circle, with every hair geometrically corfect, also 
prevail for the street. On awet, windy day this is 
the most sensible coiffure, as the closely braided 
strands defy all attacks ofthe freaky weather to 
loosen them. 

For the evening there is the softly colled Greek 
knot, a few short, wavy locks es¢aping on the neck. . 
Or the coil which is always graceful, exactly on the 
crown, leaving the hair above and below it to wave 
in natural lines, 

Last but not least comes the “Potter roll.’’ This 
is particularly becoming to women with narrow 
faces, as it extends ina soft framework just below 
the ears. The hair is rolled closely upward from 
the extreme ends till 1t lies horizontally above the 
nape ofthe neck. When pinned securely the ends 
of the coil gathered in at the sides and lying close 
to the head, it reaches from ear to ear, something of 
a crescent in shape. It is easiest arranged with 
hair reaching only to the shoulders, as the roll be- 
comes bulky with hair too long aud thick. Only a 
large hat looks well with it. 


The ladies of this city, says the Washington 
Post, have managed very weliinpast years with 
but little aid of the professional hair dressor, but if 
Parisian styles are adopted here during the coming 
winter, and there is no doubt that they will be, to 
some extetit at least, the days of their self-helpful- 
ness will be numbered.

Little Helps in the Household. 


A little kerosene on a flannel answers very 
nicely to ruabup furniture, The odor quickly evap-

A few drops of turpentine 9 the water when 
clothes are put to soak will help to whiten them 
wonderfully. 

Five minutes soaking in ammonia and water will 
clean the dirtiest frying pan so that rinsing and 
wiping fs ali that will be needed. 

Washing the floors with turpentine in house- 
cleaning time when the carpets are being taken up 
keeps away buffalo moths (carpet bugs). 

To Clean Silver—One gallon of water, one table- 
spoonful of washing soda, one small bar of soap. 
Put these in your wash boiler and put your silver 
allin. Boil four or five minutes then rinse in boil- 
ing water, drying briskly on clean cotton cloths. 
This process saves all the hand rubbing and takes 
only a little while, making the silver look as well 
as the old process. The mixture, if set aside in an 
earthen crock, will harden like soap, and can be 
used toclean anything but paint. 

Persons having flowers in their gardens which 
they intend to pot and keep in the house over win- 
ter should attead to them immediately. They 
should be teken up and trimmed and placed in pots 
in time to give them an opportunity to make a start 
to grow during September. When reset in the pots, 
they need a few weeks before taken in to grow and 
prepare themselves for winter quarters. Then they 
will be thrifter and healthier plants all winter. And 
if they do not bloom, they will have larger and 
greener leaves, and will be more cheerful as a house 
plant. Bot if given time to makea good start 
outdoors in the pots, before hard frosts, they will be 
much more apt to have large and healthy flowers, 
and these amply pay their board andtrouble. Let 
no time be lost in attending to this task at once,
